Trainor’s first escape was from the Scotts- 
burg, Ind., jail, where the manner was much 
the same. He was held there for robbing the 


postofiice. 

Trainor was held for robbing the post- 
office at Stoddard, Wis; The sheriff realized 
he was dealing with a clever crook and had 
locked the prisoner alone on the third floor. 
For a time no one was allowed to visit him.

Fay, alias Edward Smith, who is the béte 
noir of the postoffice department, was res- 
cued by a pal from the Janesville jail on the 
night of Aug. 25, 1904, after the authoritics 
had taken the precaution to lock him up\in 
a heavy steel cage placed inside the strongest 
cell in the jail. He was awaiting trial for 
complicity in robbing the postoffice at Supo- 
rior, Wis., on the night of Oct. 20, 1908, when 
the gang secured $14,000. Although every 
effort has been made to „ him he is 
still at liberty. 


Fay Had Lived High on Booty. 

Fay was arrested in Chicago in a resort on 
Thirty-first street. With his share of the 
Superior postoffice booty he had taken a trip 
to Europe, and he had lived high from the 
time of his escaping arrest in a gun fight with 
the marshals near Escanaba until he was 
captured in Chicago. He was taken to Madi- 

son, Wis., where indictments were returned 
against him and a pal in May. -Owing to the 
activity of Fay’s friends, Postoffice Inspector 
Stuart advised the Wisconsin authorities to 
send Fay to the jail at Janesville and to lock 
him up in a steel cage. The Janesville jail 
was considered the strongest prison in Wis- 
consin, and it was thought with the addition- 
al security of a special steel cage escape was 


impossible. 

On the night of Aug. 2 he escaped. * 
complices scaled the wall and effected an 
entrance on the third floor after sawing the 
window bars. The bars of the cell and the 


jail breakers left tools weighing thirty pounds 
on the floor of the cell.

MOXLEY AGAIN DEFEATED By 
| ANTI-OLEOMARGARINE BILL 


Court Rules He Must Pay Full Taxes 


on Colored Product and Denies Him 


| Right to Recover $36,000. | 


The e bill won another 
victory in the federal courts 
Judge Grosscup gave a decision adverse to 
William J. Moxley in his latest attempt to 
get around the law and ruled he must pay 
the full 10 cent tax on all colored oleomar- 
garine. 

In this case Mr. Morley had paid the tax, 
amounting to $30,000, under protest, and 
brought suit to recover it. He had discov- 
ered that by adding palm oil to oleomargar- 
ine the desired butter color was obtained, 
and at the same time, as he claimed, the 
quality of the product was improved. 

Judge Grosscup, however, ruled against 
him. The manufacturer set up that the ad- 
dition of the palm oil was necessary to the 
desired improvement, in the quality of the 
Geomargarine, and the fact that it changed 


‘the color of the product should not be taken 


into consideration, or, if considered at all, be 
regarded as an incidental happening. 

The court held, however, that the purpose 
of the addition of the ofl was to change the 
color, and it was not a necessary ingredient 
in the product of the Moxley factories. 

Mr. Moxley will take the case to the United 
States Court of Appeals.

REFORM DOWNTOWN TRAFFIC. 


The increase and congestion of business in 
-the downtown district within the last ten 
years and the sluggardliness and incapacity 
exhibited by the police in meeting the new 
conditions have combined to make traffic 
conditions in Chieago worse probably than in 
any other city of equal size in the world. The 
ordinances prescribe rules of the road 
which, if enforced, would relieve.the situ- 
ation, but ‘most of them are apparently 
known to few either of the people or of the 
police, and those who know them generally 
pay as little heed to them as those who don't. 


The most elementary rule of the road is 


that the driver of a vehicle shall keep to 
the right. Even this well known rule is 
not strictly observed or enforced in Chi- 
. cago. A driver who means to turn a cor 
ner to the left should keep straight ahead 
until he gets to the far side of the street 
into which be means to turn. Drivers in 
Chicago, in turning to the left, habitually 


eut across the corner. 
In some cities teamsters are forbidden to 


use street railway tracks, and it is tolerably | 


plain that they at least ought to get off them 
when a car approaches. In Chicago they get 
off when they are ready, and that often is 
not until they have tied up almost a whole 
ear line. There is a limit fixed by law to 
the speed with which vehicles may be drawn 
or propelled through the streets. The police 
of Chicago make almost no effort té enforce 
this law unless somebody has been hurt or 
killed. Pedestrians as well as trucks, car- 
riagea, and automobiles have a right to 
use the streets, but little recognition do the 
police compel the drivers of such vehicles 
to accord that right in Chicago. 

The result of the laxity and incompetency 
manifested by the police in the handling of 
traffic is to be seen daily upon every busy 
street and at every busy corner in the city. 
It is an almost hourly occurrence for long 
lines of trucks to be entangled and tied up 
on Clark and Dearborn north of Washing- 
ton, on Wabash, on Lake, and for dozens of 
street cars co be stopped, because some ig- 
norant or perverse driver has turned the 
wrong way or tried to cross a street when he 
ought not. The conditions which prevail at 
Clark and Randolph, State and Madison, 
State and Monroe, and other downtown cor- . 
ners are habitually so anarchic as to make it 
unsafe for women and children to cross 
them. Unnecessary blockatles annually in- 
flict upon the people losses aggregating many 
hundreds of thousands of dollars, and , 
every day brings forth its bloody list 
persons killed or injured by reckless, ha: 
less driving or automobiling. , 

When Mr. McAdoo became police com- 
missioner of New York traffic conditions 
were almost as bad chere as they are here. 
He has revolutionized them. He caused 
circulars to be scattered broadcast giving 
the rules of the road. He then ordéred his 
subordinates strictly to .enforce the pub- 
lished rules and saw that they did it. Today | 
traffic moves as smoothly and uninterrupt- | 
edly and life and limb are as safe in the 
streets of New York as iu the streets ot 
London. 

Chief Collins by similar methods can ac- 
complish a similar revolution in traffic con- 
ditions in Chicago. He has put ginger into 
the police who have been assigned to raid 
gambling houses and catch thieves and hold-

_TO DECIDE MOSQUITO THEORY.

Present “Epidemic of Yellow Fever So Similar in Progress t& That of 1678, 
When Fight on Wis Not Mode, Comparison Will Be Valuable, 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 1—ISpeclal. 
‘The so-called “ mosquito theory is now on 
trial. According to that theory a person 
cannot have yellow fever unless bitten by 
a certain variety of mosquito which has pre- 
viously bitten a yellow fewer patient at a 
certain stage of the disease. Science has 
Adopted this hypothesis. Nobody challenges 
it. The question in New Orleans, therefore, 
fg whether these mosquitoes, “the only 


| vehicle of distribution,” can be destroyed. 


Up to the present moment it is easy to un- 
derstand that the disease got a start on the 
health authorities, for it broke out in a lo- 
eality and among a clase of the population 
always notorious for insanitary conditions 
and for organized opposition to lew. But, 
during the last fortnight, the anti-mosquito 
campaign has been vigorously prosecuted, 
and by the end of August, at least, the coun- 
try will be in a position to form some esti- 
mate of its efficacy. The question is not 
whether the mosquito conveys the disease, 
for that has already been settled. ‘The ques- 
tion is whether the mosquito can be extermi- 
nated in New Orleans. It is so narrowed to 
this point by the health officer, who in his 
published statement of July 30 says: 
_ Yellow fever is not a filth disease and 
ordinary sanitary cleanliness is not effective 
againet it. The removal of filth for the pre- 
vention of yellow fever is energy misdirected, 
The removal of mosquitoes for this purpose 
is energy scientifically applied
